.'Cated  myself  by  her  side  and  took 
her  hand,  evidently  much  agitated, 
and  alarmed.  1  desired  her  to  be 
lalm ; — told  her  I  had  come  at  her 
request,  but  appeared  as  a  utessen- 
^of  mercy ;  tliat  my  master  was 
a  physician  suited  to  her  case,  that 
lie  pitied  her,  and  was  kind.  Yes, 
she  replied,  but  1  have  abused  him 
—1  have  slighted  his  offers — I  do 
not  know  him.  I  told  her  all  that 
was  probably  true ; — she  no  doubt 
had  provoked  Him  to  leave  her  in 
ruin,  and  deserved  not  tliis  mercy, 
Tet  I  assured  her  that  it  was  not 
•’B  this  account  He  would  reject 
"■iT,  if  she  could  put  het;  tru,-t  in  j 


Him.  1  told  her  it  was  not  to  be 
concealed,  and  at  such  an  hour 
she  ought  not  to  shrink  from  the 
thought,  that  she  was  a  sinner,  and 
as  such  was  ruined  : — Still,  how¬ 
ever,  despair  ill  became  a  being  on 
whom  God  had  bestowed  so  much, 
and  toward  whom  he  evidently 
was  now  holding  out  the  sceptre 
of  mercy.  .As  an  evidence  of  this,

It,  therefore,  became  her  to  rise  on 
her  remaining  strength— command 
all  the  powers  of  her  mind  for  a 
last  effort, — set  herself  deliberate¬

)U)ssibL^  use  the  time  and  strength 
which  remained,  by  looking  to  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  casting  herself  oil 
His  compassion  and  mercy.  She 
was  too  weak  to  be  burdened  with 
unnecessary  thoughts.  I,  there¬ 
fore,  commended  her  to  the  mercy 
of  God  inpraver,  and  retired.

presence  of  a  clergyman.  I  had 
not  obtruded  my  services,  and  hatl 
dischar^d  my  duty  with  faithful¬ 
ness  and  affection.  The  early  call 
of  tlie  stage  in  the  morning,  gave 
me  no  opportunity  to  repeat  my 
visit  to  the  chamber— but  was 
happy  to  hear  by  tlie  attending 
nurse,  that  the  young  lady  appear¬ 
ed  more  composed,  expressed  some

TALESTINE  MISSION. 

[We  have  the  journal  of  Mr.  Par- 
iTOn*  from  the  time  when  he  left  Jenisa- 
lem,  May  8,  1821,  to  December  4,  in-  j 
clutive,  and  a*  it  ia  probably  his  last  , 
rommunicatioa.  to  the  Board,  we  shall  | 
favor  onr  traders  with  copious  e.xtracfs.] 
May  8,  1821.  At  six  in  the  ^ 
morning,  left  the  holy  city  Jerosa-  I 
lein,  and  arrived  at  Kama  a  little  | 
past  mid-day.  At  the  Greek  . 
monastery,  1  was  received  with  ' 
every  expression  of  friendship.  , 
After  some  refreshment,  sef.  out 
for  Jaffa,  and  arrived  before  sun¬ 
set.  Saw  by  the  way  very  ex-  ( 
tensive  an<l  neatly  cultivated 
fields  of  tobacco,  vines,  cotton  and 
grain.  At  Jaffa  gate  I  was  stop¬ 
ped  by  two  Turkish  soldiers  m  , 


'  front  of  several  cannon.  One 
I  Turk  stood  at  my  right  hand  and 
'  another  at  my  left,  with  pistols 
i  and  swords.  After  waiting  tW  ! 
,  half  an  hour,  orders  came  front  the 
‘  governor  for  permission  to  enter 
j  the  city.  The  English  Consul  re- 
I  ceived  me  into  his  family,  and 
{  invited  me  to  tarry  a  few  weeks, 

'  for  more  decisive  information  con- 
I  cerning  the  present  disturbances. 

‘  In  the  evening  visited  the  family 
of  the  Russian  Consul,  and  founil 
it  in  a  most  distressing  situation. 

I  Dreviniis  to 

val,  the  Consul  tied  secretly  from 
the  city,  and  set  sail  for  Constan¬ 
tinople.  This  he  did,  they  infurin- 
r  eil  me,  to  save  himself  from  tlio 
'  bloody  knife  of  the  Turk. 

I  [On  the  9lh  he  embarked  for  Scio 
j  with  the  prei-iding  piie»t  of  the  church 
j  at  Gethsemane,  and  a  multitude  of  pil¬ 
grim.*,  and  on  the  12th  arrived  at  the 
port  of  the  ancient  Papho*,  Cypnii,  two 
miles  from  the  house  of  a  Greek  Bishop. 

I  who  kindly  sent  them  refreshment.] 

15.  Had  some  profitable  con¬ 
versation  with  the  Greek  priest 
who  accompanied  us.  I  request¬ 
ed  him  to  prove  from  the  scrip-  i 
tures  the  articles  of  his  creed  j 
j  such  •  as  the  duty  of  offering  i 
;  prayers  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  pray-  ; 
[  ing  for  the  dead,  &c.  He  dcclin-  I 
^  ed,  and  appealed  to  the  Fathers.  | 
!  He  added,  “The  Bible  is  not  ca¬ 
pable  of  affiirdinginstruction  with¬ 
out  the  aid  of  the  holy  Fathers."  ■ 
,  But  in  what  a  deplorable  situation,  I 
I  replied,  does  tins  place  the  great-  i 
er  part  of  Christians  !  They  must 
search  a  thousand  folio  volumes  to  ' 
learn  their  duty.  Where  is  there 
one  out  of  ten  thousand,  that  ' 
would  not  die  in  ignorance  of  the  | 
will' of  God?  ! 

17.  With  reganl  to  confes-  ; 
sions,  the  Greek  priest  said,  “It  ! 
a  man  commit  a  great  offence,  he 
must  go  to  the  bisltop,  tell  his  fault 
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lad  then  supply  the  church  with 
candles  anil  oil,  and  give  of  his 
substance  to  feed  the  poor.”  Not 
a  word  >iaid  about  repentance  to- 
wards  God,  and  faith  in  the  Lord 
Je>us  Christ. 

19,  OtV  Castello  Rosso.  The 
captain  went  on  shore,  and  tarri¬ 
ed  an  hour.  He  informed  us,  that 
the  Turks  designed  to  apprehend 
our  vessel ;  but  he  escaped.  The 
Christian  population  of  Gastello 
Rdsso  have  a  prevailing  intluence. 

;20.  A  memorable  morning. 
Soon  after  sunrise,  we  observed  a 
vessel  before  us  with  a  Hag  per¬ 
fectly  black,  with  tlie  exception  of 
a  white  cross  in  the  middle,  and  a 
red  crescent  beneath  it.  We 
were  soon  hailed  and  ordered  to 
lower  sails.  'Che  captain  of  the 
vessel,  with  a  nunrber  of  soldiers 
visited  u»,  ordered  our  flag  to  be 
taken  down,  and  then,  with  the 
utmost  contempt,  trampled  it  un¬ 
der  feet,  pronouncing  a  curse  on 
him  who  should  raise  it.  “We  do 
not  take  your  vessel,”  said  they, 
“nor  do  we  wish  to  molest  Greek 
pilgrims,  but  wc  seek  the  blooil  of 
Turks.  They  have  executed  our 
patriarch  and  our  bishops,  and  wc 
arc  determined  to  stand  in  de¬ 
fence  of  our  lives  and  of  our  reli¬ 
gion.  All  the  Greeks  in  the  Mo- 
rea  and  on  the  islands  are  in 
arms.  If  you  arc  arrested  by  a 
Turkish  vessel,  you  must  expect 
immediate  execution.”  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  describe,  the  conster¬ 
nation  which  prevailed  among  the 
pilgrims.  The  women,  especially, 
lifted  up  their  voices  and  wept.  ' 
From  our  vessel  they  went  in 
search  of  another  Vessel  of  pil- 
jriins,  which  accompanied  us  from 
Jaffa.  There  they  found  two 
I'urks  and  about  30  Jews.  They 
were  all  arrested  and  put  in  con- 
tinement.  The  Turks  were  to  be 
beheaded  iminediatelv,  but  the 


Jews  reserved  for  trial.  Tlie  pil¬ 
grims  stood  on  deck  to  sec  the 
dreadful  scene,  but  we  were  soon 
at  too  great  a  distance  to  witness 
the  execution.  During  the  dav, 
we  observed  many  other  vessela 
with  a  similar  flag. 

21.  Preparations  were  made 
on  deck  for  self-defence.  The 
cannon  w'ere  loaded,  and  the  mar¬ 
iners  supplied  with  arms. 

2-4.  Passed  Rhodes  on  the  w’est 
side.  Towards  evening,  made  a 
3h6rt  tarry  in  the  port  ot  an  island 
near  RIumIos.  Here  our  vessel 
was  almost  miraculously  preserv¬ 
ed.  We  were  driven,  by  sonre 
imprudence  of  the  sailors,  within 
a  few  feet  of  a  bed  of  rocks,  and, 
for  atme  time,  it  appeared  impossi¬ 
ble  to  escape  shipwreck.  The  pil  • 
glims,  seeing  their  danger,  began 
to  make  the  cross,  ana  to  offer 
prayers  to  the  Vii-gin  Marv.  Not 
like  the  dying  Stephen  did  they 
commit  their  spirits  into  the  hau  ls 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

28.  Visited  a  school,  and  disti  i- 
buted  fiftv  tracts  among  the  scho¬ 
lars.  I  fiave  never  observed  so 
great  a  desire  to  receive  religious 
books,  and  never  had  more  pleas¬ 
ing  evidence  that  they  would  be 
read  with  attention.  “Send  us 
books,”  was  constantly  repeated 
in  my  presence.  “We  w’ant  a 
supply  for  our  families, — for  our 
children.”  I  gave  them  some  en¬ 
couragement,  in  case  the  war  ceas¬ 
ed.  How  many  pleail  for  the 
word  of  life,  who  live  and  die 
without  it ! 

.fane  1.  A  vessel  approached 
us,  wlicn  our  captain,  the  Greek 
priest,  and  myself,  were  summon¬ 
ed  on  board  the  sliip  of  war.  I 
forgot  to  take  my  passport  with 
me.  The  captain  of  the  ship  of 
w  ar  ordered  it  to  be  brought,  and, 
after  examining  it,  said  it  was  suf¬ 
ficient.  He  assured  me,  that  I 
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roulcl  not  enter  the  port  of  Scio, 
nor  the  |)ort  of  Smyrna  that  the 
school  of  Scio  was  closed,  and  that 
Professor  Bambas  had  fled,  just 
in  time  to  save  his  life.  Thus  dis¬ 
appointment  is  added  to  disap¬ 
pointment. 

2.  Arrived  at  Samos,  and  was 
invited  to  t^ke  a  room  in  the  house 
of  the  Kii^lish  Consul,  Mr.  Spathi. 
This  invitation  I  most  cheerfully 
complied  with,  as  it  might  atforH 
a  quiet  retirement  fbr  study. 

r.  Visited  the  French  Consul, 
and  dined  with  him.  He  spake 
decidedly  in  favor  of  the  efforts, 
which  are  making  to  distribute 
the*  holy  Scriptures  in  the  common 
Greek. 

25.  A  Greek  priest  of  some  dis¬ 
tinction  gaye  me  the  following 
statement,  with  regard  to  all  the 
churches  and  monasteries  of  Sa¬ 
mos.  Monasteries  on  the  island, 
15  ; — monks,  100  ;  churches,  300 ; 
priests,  150 yillages,  38; — in 
Vati,  the  principal  village,  ar% 
1000  houses,  and  8  churches. 

rOu  the  29th  of  June  Mr.  Parsoni 
•aiV(!  from  Samoa  sr  a  short  voyage  for 
hi!)  health,  and  came  to  anchor  in  the 
port  of  Syra  on  the  follnwinit  day,]

His  symptmns  continued  favort.

DEATH  OF  MR.  PARSONS. 

Jile.randria,  Feb.  10,  1822. 
Very  dear  Sir, 

I  have  written  to  you  twice, 
•ince  we  arrived  at  this  place.  In 
my  last  I  stated  the  opinion  of  the 
physician,  that  brother  Parsons 
would  probably  never  enjoy  per¬ 
fect  health  in  this  climate  ;  tho  he 
said,  without  hesitation,  that  he 
would  recover  from  his  present 
weakness.  So  we  all  hoped  and 
believed,  tho  I  apprehend  brother 
Parsons  had  less  hope  of  it,  than 
any  one  who  knew  him. 


hour.  1  proposed  sitting  by  his 
side  through  the  night ;  but  he  in¬ 
sisted  on  my  going  to  bed ;  said 
he  felt  as  tho  he  should  have  a 
very  quiet  night ;  and  as  his  at- 
;  tendant  always  slept  near  him, 
;  and  awoke  at  the  least  word  or 
’  motion,  he  urged  me,  to  retire  to 
I  rest.  About  1 1  o'clock  I  bid  him 
good  night,  and  wished  that  God 
'  might  put  underneath  him  the 
arms  of  everlasting  mercy.  He 
replied,  “The  angel  of  the  Lord 
encainpeth  round  about  tbem  that 
I  fear  him.” 
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These,  Iny  dear  sir,  \i*ere  the 
last  wo-d ,  t  lat  I  ever  heard  that 
hebr*'d  t)r-vi>er  speak.,— the  last 
that  I  snail  hear  him,  until  I  hear 
hill)  siieak  in  the  lanjrua^  of  im¬ 
mortality.  Twice,  while  1  slept, 
he  riwoke,  and  told  Antonio,  his 
servnt,  that  he  had  slept  very 
(juicMv,  anil  fek  easy  and  well. 
At  iiaif  past  three,  Antonio  heard 
him  s  ’  ‘ak,  or  "roan,  and  started 
ap.  Ho  saw  something  was  the 
matter,  railed  me.  I  was  by 
the  Ik  side  in  a  moment.  O  what 
a  heart  i  f  tiding  moment  wa*  that ! 
He  wr.  "esoing  for  breath, una¬ 
ble  t.  siwak,  and  apparently 
insens  ’  ’o  all  around  him.  I 
stoo'!  '.s  side  and  attempted 
to  rev. V.  ‘inn,  but  in  vain.  1  sent 
in  has‘e  the  physician,  but  did 
notol  taiu  him.  Nor  do  1  suppose 
it  would  have  been  of  any  use 
whatever,  if  he  had  come.  It  was 
evident,  that  he  was  dying.  1  at¬ 
tempted  to  commend  his  depart¬ 
ing  spirit  to  that  Redeemer,  on 
wfioni  he  had  believed.  I  pressed 
his  hand,  and  kissed  his  quivering 
lips,  and  spoke  to  him  ;  but  he 
yive  me  no  ansiver,— not  even  a 
look,  or  a  motion.  He  took  no 
notice  of  me,  or  any  thing  around 
him.  His  appointed  time  had  ar¬ 
rived.  He  continued  to  breathe 
till  a  quarter  past  four.  Then  the 
muscles  of  his  face  w'ere  knit  to- 
pjther,  as  if  he  was  in  pain.  It 
was  the  dying  struggle.  It  was 
the  dissolution  of  the  last  ties  that 
united  soul  and  body.  It  was  the 
soul  breaking  off  its  last  fetters. 
His  features  then  became  placid 
again.  His  breath  stopped.  His 
pulse  ceased  to  beat.  His  soul 
took  its  immortal  flight. 

After  the  first  pang  of  separa¬ 
tion,  I  stood  pensive  by  the  corpse 
thinking  of  the  scenes  which  were 
openin"  to  his  view.  O  what  glo- 
n«8 !  0  what  glories ! 


I  turned  my  thoughts  to  myself, 
and  found  my  heart  sink  and  faint. 
But  I  have  not  room  here  to  des¬ 
cribe  the  emotions,  that  agitated 
my  breast. 

A  little  while  after,  as  there  was 
no  person  with  me  who  understood 
English,  I  read  a  chapter,  and 
prayed  in  Greek  with  Antonio, 
and  then  we  dressed  the  body  for 
the  grave. 

Early  in  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Lee, 
the  Consul,  called  on  me,  and 
kindly  offered  to  see  that  all  ne¬ 
cessary  arrangements  were  nrade 
for  the  funeral.  He  said,  that  in 
this  climate  it  w’as  necessary  to 
bury  soon,  to  prevent  putrefaction. 
On  this  account  he  thought  it  ne¬ 
cessary  that  the  funeral  should  be 
to-day.  Four  o’clock  was  accord¬ 
ingly  appointed.  All  the  English 
gentlemen  resident  in  the  place, 
six  or  seven  in  number,  the  cap¬ 
tains  of  several  English  ships,  and 
a  great  number  of  merchants,  prin¬ 
cipally  Maltese,  attended  the  fu¬ 
neral.  The  consul  walked  with 
me  next  to  the  coffin,  and  the  oth¬ 
ers,  60  or  70  in  number  follow'ed 
in  procession  to  the  Greek  con¬ 
vent,  where  the  few  English  who 
reside  here,  bury  their  dead.  At 
the  grave,  1  read  some  verses  from 
Job  xiv,  Ps.  xxxix,  1  Cor.  xv,  and 
Rev.  xxi,  xxii,  aud  then  made  a 
short  address,  and  closed  with 
prayer.  We  then  committed  the 
dust  to  its  kindred  dust,  there  to 
await  the  archangel’s  trumpet. 

To  me  the  stroke  seems  almost 
insupportable.  Sometimes  iny 
heart  rebels ;  and  sometimes  I 
hope  it  acquiesces  in  ti»e  will  of 
God.  1  desire  your  prayers,  that 
I  may  not  faint  when  the  Lord  re¬ 
bukes  me.

Hi.s  Excellency,  Sir  'George 
Ruse,  Ims  forwarded  to  us  a  letter 
which  he  had  received  from  Mr. 
Becker  of  a  later  date,  from  which 
we  subjoin  an  extract : 

Sir  George  himself  says,  “I  send 
rou  a  copy  of  a  letter,  from  Mr. 
Becker,  whose  account  of  what 
passes  at  Posen,  would,  a  very  fdw 
ears  past,  have  been  incredible, 
trange  Christian  Missionaries  go 
into  a  place  full  of  Jews,  to  whom 
they  are  unknown,  but  they  pro¬ 
claim  the  gospel,  and  arc  shortly, 
in  consequence,  obliged  to  obtain 
military  aid  of  the  civil  power,  for 
their  protection  ;  every  one  will 
suppose,  to  save  them  from  the 
fury  of  ihe  enraged  and  bigoted 
Israelites.  No !  it  is  that  they 
may  not  be  trodden  down  by  the 
crowd  of  the  children  of  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Jacob,  rushing  on  them 
for  the  tidings  of  salvation,  through 
tliat  Messiah  whom  their  fatliers 
rejecteil.  This  joyful  intelligence 
must  afford  to  our  Society,  large 
recompense  for  its  exertions,  in 
this  peculiarly  hallowed  cause, 
which,  however,  ivas  but  little  felt 
and  understood. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Jile&^rs. 

^PCautand  Becker,  to  Sir  Geo. 

Bose. 

Feb.  18th  ive  arrived  here,  and 
since  the  *  3d  of  this  month  our 
lodging  has  been  almost  besieged 
by  the  Jews,  especially  on  Satur¬ 
day  and  Monday.  Having  receiv¬ 
ed  the  proper  authority,  we  began 
to  distribute  books  openly — we 
gave  tracts  to  some  Jews  who 
were  passing  by— they  began 
to  real!  them  before  the  window, 
this  attracted  other  Jews,  who 
came  in  to  request  some  for  them¬ 
selves  ;  in  a  few  minutes,  there 
were  about  thirty  Jews  satisbed. 

»  Now  the  news  spread  amongst 


them  like  fire— in  less  than  4ea 
minutes  after  we  began,  our  room 
was  completely  filled,  or  rather 
crammed,  the  hall  the  same,  and  a 
great  crowd  before  the  house,  cla- 
morously  asking  for  tracts — we 
gave  away  about  a  hundred.  The 
crowd  then  became  so  great,  that, 
in  self-defence,  we  were  obliged 
to  stop.  On  Monday,  it  would 
have  been  the  same,  had  not  the 
overnment  kindly  sent  us  a  Gen- 
arine,  through  whose  aid  we  were 
enabled  to  keep  up  order,  letting 
come  a  few  only  in  our  room  at 
once.  This  lasted  from  half  past 
eight  in  the  morning  till  twelve. 
Tuesday,  the  concourse  of  Jews 
was  nearly  as  great  as  the  day  be¬ 
fore,  and  of  Christians,  still  great¬ 
er.  About  three  hundred  tracts, 
at  least,  and  upwards  of  thirty 
Testaments,  have  been  distributed 
to  Jews,  and  nearly  two  hundred 
serinmis  on  the  conversion  of  the 
Jews  to  Christians — most  of  the 
respectable  people  in  Posen  send¬ 
ing  for  copies,  amongst  them,  also 
the  Archbishop.  As  our  stock  of 
sermons,  therefore  is  quite  exhaust¬ 
ed,  we  would  besr  your  Excellency 
to  send  us  a  fre^i  supply,  as  soon 
as  possible,  both  of  Mr.  Simeon’s, 
and  of  Mr.  Wilson’s.  Amongst 
the  sermons  distributed,  were 
nearly  a  hundred  copies  of  one 
preached  by  Mr.  Cunningham, 
which  we  got  from  Mr.  Ahlgreen, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Bible  Society 
here.  Besides  we  would  ask  your 
Excellency  to  forward  to  us  what¬ 
ever  Testaments  and  tracts  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  in  Berlin.

The  number  of  pupils  now  re-  i 
ceiving  instruction  at  the  Society’s  .

masters,  who  pay  for  their  own  in¬ 
struction.  Seventy  six  of  the  So-  ' 
ciety’s  scholars  are  under  the  care  t 
of  female  teachers,  and  three  only, 
two  in  Syam-Bazar,  and  one  in 
Jaun-Bazar,  are  under  School-  ' 
masters. — About  forty  of  these 
have  very  recently  been  received 
into  school,  and  are  therefore  only 
Uginning  to  leam  to  read,  and  ^ 
write.

CMTED  rORRIGN  MISSIONARY  SO" 


Since  the  publication  of  our  last 
number,  advices  have  been  receiv-  * 
ed  from  Union  to  the  fourth  of 
March— from  Harmony  to  tw'enty- 
eighth  of  March — from  Tuscarora 
to  the  tenth  of  Mav — and  from 
Seneca  to  the  same  tfate. 

At  our  last  dates  from  Union, 
peace  iiad  not  been  restored  be¬ 
tween  tlie  contending  tribes.  No 
recent  aggression  had  been  com¬ 
mitted  ;  but  nothing  it  would  seem 
but  a  war  of  extermination,  will 
satisfy  the  enraged  Cherokeoe. 
The  Mission  Family  were  gener¬ 
ally  in  health,  and  were  preparing 
to  erect  their  mills  and  theinper- 
manent  dwelling  house.  Mr.  Ch:^- 
man  left  the  station  in  March  for 
New-Orleans,  on  business  of  the 
Mission.  His  latest  letter  from 
I’ew -Orleans,  dated  the  18th  of 
mentions,  that  he  had  fin- 
hdicd  his  Vtiisiness,  and  sliould  set 
out  in  the  course  of  that  day  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Union. 


The  family  at  Harmony  were  in 
comfortable  health,  and  were  in¬ 
dustriously  occupied  in  carrying 
forward  their  various  iinprovo- 
ments.  Their  school  of  Indian 
children  had  increased  from  elev¬ 
en  to  eighteen. 

We  regret  to  state,  that  during 
the  spring,  there  has  been  an  unu¬ 
sual  mortality  among  the  Indians 
at  Tuscarora.  They  have  buried 
eight  or  ten,  and  others  are  still 
sick.  On  the  list  of  deaths  are 
the  names  of  the  venerable  Win. 
Henry,  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  In¬ 
dian  thurch.and  one  of  his  daugh¬ 
ters,  and  a  son  and  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Cusick,  the  Interpieter. 

VV'e  mentioned  in  our  last  that 
Mr.  Thayer  was  soon  to  occupy  a 
new  station  at  Cataraugus,  about 
thirty  miles  S.  W.  of  Buflaloe.  He 
and  Ids  ^mily  took  their  depar¬ 
ture  for  their  station  on  the  2rth 
of  April,  and  arrived  at  the  Sene¬ 
ca  Mission  House  in  safety  on  the 
8th  of  May. 

Extracts  of  a  letter  from  Rev.  Dr.  Bur¬ 
ton  to  the  Editor  of  the  Borton  Re¬ 
corder,  dated  Thetford,  Vt.  May  20, 

1822. 

“The  author  was  ordained  over 
this  church  and  people,  January 
19,  1779.  Then  sixteen  members 
only  constituted  the  church.  The 
second  year  after  my  ordination,  a 
revival  commencetl,  and  every  fa¬ 
mily  in  the  town  had  a  greater  or 
less  number  in  it,  under  serious 
impressions.  The  inhabitants 
were  few  in  number  ;  yet  about, 
forty  were  added  to  the  church,  a'- 
the  first  fruits  of  my  ministry. 
After  this  there  were  repeated  re¬ 
vivals  in  particular  districts,  but 
not  general,  and  converts  were 
multiplying.  In  tliis  manner  e- 
vents  succeeded  each  other,  until 
the  year  1797,  when  in  the  spring, 
two  or  three  individuals,  among 
'  the  youth,  were  deeply  impressed.

Here  the  letter  mentions  that  tlie 
work  continued  about  five  years, 
and  gave  large  accessions  to  the 
church,  which  was  succeeded  a 
state  of  such  alarming  stupidity, 
that  the  church  agreed  in  tlie 
Spring  of  the  year  1821,  to  meet 
privately  ever^  week  to  pray  for  a 
revival.  In  September,  they  ap- 
noiiited  a  commute  to  visit  every 
family  in  the  society,  and  con* 
verse  with  them  seriously,  con¬ 
cerning  the  interests  of  their  souls, 
and  pray  with  them.  These  visits 
were  attended  with  happy  effects ; 
a  revival  soon  commenced,  and 
during  the  winter,  evtpndfd  into 
every  part  ofthe  town. 

The  letter  states, 

“The  precise  number  of  hopeful 
converts  we  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain.  Since  the  1st  of  Jan. 
1822,  we  have  received  by  profes- 
^n  94  members.  Candidates  are 
still  coining  forward  fur  examina¬ 
tion,  and  40  now  propounded  will 
be  added  to  the  church  the  first 
Sabbath  in  July,  making  the  whole 
number  134.” 


ft  appears  by  the  thir4  annual  report 
of  the  Calcutta  Bibk  Society,  that  tho 
they  continue  to  recommend  preaching 
to  the  natives,  yet  they  are  beginning 
to  place  less  dependence  upon  it,  and 
more  on  the  education  of  the  young, 
and  the  distribution  of  the  scriptures. 

They  discohntenance  the  notion  that 
any  immediate  and  eatraordinary  bene¬ 
fits  are  to  be  derived  from  preaching, 
tho  they  still  recommend  it  as  a  course 
the  result  of  which  will  be  beneficial. 


The  English  missionaries  at  Bencoo- 
len,  on  the  island  of  Sumatra,  have 
what  they  call  an  Oiphan  establisti- 
ment,  belonging  to  which  there  arc  at 
resent  ten  boys  and  seven  gkls.— The 
lahomedan  priests  make  great  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  introduction  t>f  Christianity 
among  the  natives. 


In  a  letter  from  Dinagt-pore,  it  n 
stated  that  the  natives  manifest  greatei 
indifference  to  their  idob  than  fortu'  ily, 
and  that  the  establishments  allowed  bj 
the  Rajahs  for  the  expense  of  their  teiu* 
pies  are  continually  lessening. 

In  the  late  accounts  given  bv  the  Mo. 
ravian  Missionaries  on  the  coast  of  Lab¬ 
rador,  it  is  stated  that  the  Esquimaux 
receive  the  Scriptures  with  great  grati¬ 
tude,  and  that  they  are  all,  both  nen. 
women  and  children,  Ibrnard  iik  their 
exertions  to  collect  seal's  bhibher  in  or¬ 
der  to  form  a  contribution  for  sendin? 
the  bible  to  Uiose  who  arc  destitute.
